(T03-26)  An Ordinance Amending Section 25-16, Military Leave, of  
Chapter 25, "Personnel" of the Code of the City of Falls Church, Virginia 

PASSED unanimously on roll call vote, 6-0.  (Ord. 1747)   (Mr. Snyder was 
absent.) 

 
(TR03-47) Resolution To Adopt FY2005 Funding Recommendations For Community 
Development Block Grant Funds (CDBG) And Home Investment Partnerships Program 
(HOME) Funds (Ray Spicer, Director of Housing and Human Services) 

PASSED unanimously on roll call vote, 6-0, with Attachment B (to include
